as second 57-Hour Weekend Curfew takes effect on Navajo Nation 
 
WINDOW ROCK, Ariz. – The Navajo Nation Health Command Operations Center (HCOC) has 
now confirmed 85 new cases of Dikos Ntsaaígíí-19 (COVID-19) as of Friday, April 17, 2020, 
bringing total number of cases to 1,127. The new numbers also confirmed three additional 
deaths, bringing COVID-19 related fatalities to 44. A total of 3,673 tests have returned negative 
results. The new numbers include border town cases.
